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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
applicant's representative, Mr. Robert Kelley Roth, on September 2, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 15 has been canceled. 

. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims describe 
an apparatus comprising a die plate mounted to a rotary die cylinder, wherein the die plate is 
fastened to the die cylinder in a first position, and adjustably mounted in a second position. The 
die plate is fastened to the die cylinder at the second position via an external eccentric, and the 
external eccentric is engaged by a set screw, which when rotated adjusts the position of the die 
plate with respect to the cylinder. The external eccentric also contains an internal eccentric, 
which also moves with the rotation of the external eccentric. Cox et al (5,417,132) teaches an 
apparatus comprising a die plate mounted to a rotary die cylinder, wherein the die plate is 
fastened to the die cylinder in a first position, and adjustably mounted in a second position, and 
teaches the die plate is fastened to the die cylinder at the second position via an external 
eccentric, but does not teach the external eccentric engaged by a set screw, and does not teach an 
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internal eccentric. Warner (3,122,048) teaches an apparatus comprising a die plate mounted to a 
die cylinder, wherein the die plate is fastened to the die cylinder in a first position, and adjustably 
mounted in a second position, and teaches the die plate is fastened to the die cylinder at the 
second position via an external eccentric, but does not teach a set screw engaging the external 
eccentric, and does not teach an internal eccentric. It would not have been obvious to combine 
the references with other prior art teachings in order to meet the claim limitations.
